Federal Funds End, 
Nixon Goes It Alone 


RICHARD M. NIXON 


SAN CLEM ENTE, Calif. (UPI) 
Rich­ 
ard Nixon, almost every trapping of power 
stripped from him six m onths after he 
resigned 
the 
presidency, 
“ regrets 
and 
agonzizies" over the Watergate affair, and 
told a friend during the weekend, “ it was 
wrong of me.” 
"It was wrong of me, and because of it 1 
left office 
I could not continue to subject 
this nation to a state of bedlam ," Nixon was 
quoted as saying by Rabbi Baruch Korff, a 
staunch defender of the former president. 
Korff told a news conference at the San 
Clemente Inn Sunday that he spent three 
days at the Nixon home, finding a mood of 
depression and sadness as Nixon was forced 
to discharge most of his stall during the 
weekend. 
Federal funds for Nixon’s transition from 
president to private citizen ran out at m id­ 
night Saturday, and Nixon and his» wife held 
a party for departing staff members S atur­ 
day afternoon. Korff said he didn't attend. 
“ I could not face the extrem e effort 1 knew 
he would undertake to hide his frustrations 
and appear gregarious because he didn’t 


want his staff to take away an impression of 
hopelessness," the Rabbi said. 
“ President Nixon is a lonely, troubled man 
who faces staggering legal fees and hospital 
bills that he cannot afford," ftaid Korff, who 
heads the Nixon Justice Fund, which is 
trying to raise between $400,(XX) to $500,000 
to pay for legal expenses. 
“ 1 have found a nagging weight of uncer­ 
tainty within the com pund," the Rabbi said. 
“ 1 have concluded th at this family has 
become the first family of sorrow. I have 
found evidence of inertia, sadness, depres­ 
sion, but no bitterness." 
Korff said it was probably optim ism that 
prompted Sen. Barry Goldwater to com ment 
recently that Nixon would like to become 
active again in the Republican party, or 
other reports that Nixon would accept a 
presidential appointm ent as am bassador to 
Red China. 
“The President has no such aspirations," 
said Korff. “ It will not be months, it will be 
years —if indeed he ever recovers" before 
Nixon might again want to become active in 
government.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
AFL-CIO President George 
M e a n y p re d ic ts th e u n ­ 
employment rate may be 10 
per cent this summ er. 
The I^bor Departm ent re­ 
ported Friday that 8.2 per 
cent of the nation’s work force 
was unemployed in January. 
T he 
adm inistration 
has 
projected that the jobless rate 
will average 8.1 per cent this 
year and then slowly recede to 
7.9 per cent in 1976 and 7.5 
per cent in 1977. 


M e a n y

organization’s projections are 
“ much more realistic" than 
the adm inistrations because 
“ we don’t put a political fig­ 
ure in it. We don't depress 
them (the figures) because of 
political considerations."

Simon raised that possi­ 
bility in testim ony before the 
Senate Finance Com m ittee 
and asked Congress not to 
increase the already “stagger­ 
ing" budget deficit President 
Ford proposed for fiscal 1976. 
His testim ony com pounded 
the economic bad news con­ 
tained in a report issued S un­ 
day. The report said that a 
fam iliy of four with a modest 
income of $12,626 in 1973 had 
to make an additional $1,840 
in 1974 just to keep up with 
inflation.

Debrosky Wants Atomic Site Study

A call for a legislative study of the impact of an atomic 
site in Ulster County is being made by County Legislator 
Glenn A. Debrosky (R-Dist. 6) who has tiled a resolution 
with the county board asking that a com m ittee be reated 
to make the study. 
Because the proposed site is located near the population 
centers of Ulster and Dutchess Counties, he said he feels 
there are three questions still unanswered: 
• Will the consolidation of the plants produce adverse 
weather conditions’’ 
• Will voltage lines, required to carry the am ount of 
current projected, produce unhealthy magnetic field? 
• How will nuclear waste m aterial be reprocessed or 
disposed of? 
Debrosky said that the New York State Atomic and Space 
Development Authority in conjunction with Saratoga As­ 
sociates (planners for atom ic sites) has indicated that the 
proposed Lloyd Atomic plant site has passed all tests to date 
and suggests that up to six plants could be placed at the 
site. 
The Rosendale legislator would like to see the legislative 
com m ittee report back to the county board within 90 days 
i 
• 


after its establishm ent, stating whether or not a commission 
should be authorized and appointed by the county 
legislature. If it is determ ined that such a commission be 
appointed, then the com m ittee would determ ine the direc­ 
tion and scope of duties expected of the commission. 
In 1973 the Ulster County Legislature, reflect long concern 
of its citizens requested a m oratorium on nuclear power 
plants. 
Meanwhile, at a recent meeting of the M id-Hudson Inter- 
County Council, held in Hyde Park and attended by 
legislature Chairm an Peter J. Savago (R-Dist. 8) and Ulster 


Planning Director Herbert Hekler, it was learned that a 
clustering of six nuclear power plants at Lloyd at 1,000 
megawatts each is contem plated. 
Most of the electricity which would em anate from the 
proposed power plants in Lloyd would be tor export 
to 
New York City, according to Donald Knorr, information 
director of Mid-Hudson P attern for Progress, Inc. 
Knorr said that Patterp advocated clustering rather than 
scattering of sites from the viewpoint ot overall regional 
planning. He said that it all the sites under study trom New 
York City north along the Hudson between now and 1990 
came into being they would have a heavy im pact on the 
river’s west bank and Orange County.

Armed robbers struck the 
Three 
Penny

Paltz early today, marking

second

months the motel has fallen 
victim to gunmen. This time 
there was a twist, however— 
the robbers took money and a 
telephone receiver. 
New Paltz Town Police said 
that at about 2 a.m. three 
men entered the motel office 
and confronted the two clerks 
—one a man and one a wom­ 
an— with a revolver. 
The robbers tied the clerks' 
hands and ordered them to lie 
on the floor behind the lobby 
counter while they emptied 
the cash drawer. The trio 
then fled with about $70 and 
a black plug-in telephone re­ 
ceiver. Telephone wires were 
also cut. 
According to a spokesman 
for the motel, one of the 
robbers was a white male, 
about 5-feet, 10-inches tall, 
weighing 
150 pounds with 
brown hair and a thin, pointy 


nose. Another was a black 
male. 
Further 
descriptions 
were not available. 
T h e mo t e l s p o k e s ma n 
noted that the firm keeps a 
maximim of $50 in cash on 
hand now and that some $20 
which was taken belonged to 
one of the clerks. 
The female clerk on duty 
early today was also on duty 
last September when a lone 
gunman wearing a Halloween 
mask made off with an esti­ 
mated $250 from the motel.

WASHINGTON (I PI) — Former CIA Director Richard 
Helms has admitted he gave incomplete information about 
CIA activities in Chile to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in 197.3, He may face a perjury investigation. 
Helms, now U.S. ambassador to Iran, told the committee 
Jan. 22, 1975, that he had not deliberately withheld answers 
during his testimony two years earlier An edited transcript 
of his recent appearance was released by the committee 
Sunday. 
If 1 was less than forthcoming it wasn’t because I was being 
bloody-minded, it was simply because I was trying to stay 
within what I thought was the congressional guidelines,’’ 
Helms said. The possibility Helms might have committed 


perjury by giving false or misleading answers in 1973 was 
raised in September 1974 in a confidential report by the staff 
of the subcommittee on multinational corporations and 
submitted to its ranking members, Sens. Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, and Clifford Case, R-N. The report recommended a 
perjury inquiry,

In 1973, Helms denied point blank that the CIA passed 
money to opponents of Chile’s late Marxist President 
Salvador Allende, or tried to overthrow his government. 
However, current CIA Director William Colby has con­ 
firmed the CIA spent more than $1. million to destabilize 
the Chilean government and economy between 1964-1970.

Some Unfairness 


0 
Many j>eople who read that story datelmed 
“ Brattleboro, V t.” probably said to themselves, 
‘‘What a blessing »Social Security is.” The story 
told oi the death of Ida Fuller at age 100; she had 
invested a total of $22,54 and became the first 
person ever to receive a check for Social Security. 
That was in 1940, and she continued to receive 
checks - 
more than $20,000 in all — though she 
never paid in more than the original $22.54 How 
can anyone say anything against Social Security0 
Well, it is difficult — mostly because those who 
have a legitimate complaint against it can t voice 
it. They’re dead. They’re the ones in numbers 
perhaps not large who paid into the fund over all 
their working years — they had no choice but to 
pay in — but didn’t live long enough to collect 
anything in return. 
Admittedly an exceptional case, but this is 
possible: A widower who paid into the fund for 
40 years dies just as he is to apply for benefits 
at age 65. There’s a $225 lump sum payment to 
help with his funeral, but nothing else. 
The program is a godsend in many cases: A 
Woman over 60 will receive payments when death 
claim s her husband; if there are children under 
18 when the contributor to the fund dies, they 
receive checks. There are student benefits for 
those aged 18 to 22 who have lost the breadwin­ 
ner. 
Social Security started out modestly enough 40 
years ago; a worker turned over one half of one 
per cent in an era when salaries were low and the 
cost ot living likewise. Today a worker is taxed 
more than five percent of his salary' up to around 
the $14.000 mark. So it's difficult to pinpoint 
what an ‘‘average worker’ might have paid in 
over, say, four decades. But any program that can 
extract many thousands of dollars from a worker 
and yet may owe him only $255 total in return, 
cannot be said to be beyond criticism or improve­ 
ment. 
Insurance policies — and these are taken out 
voluntarily — offer more options than Social 
»Security. The latter’s value lies principally in 
what it would do for the immediate survivors of 
a worker w ho dies fairly young; and for the worker 
himself — and his wife — if they both survive 
for many years past retirement age. They’re the 
ones who ‘‘beat’ the system — die young or live 
tar past 65. The losers are the ones who contribute 
tor some 35 or 40 years and then die just as they’re 
ready to get some of it back in monthly checks. 
That Social Security benefits have brought a 
measure of respectability in the twilight years is 
undeniable. Nevertheless, Ida Fuller’s case is an 
example of the “ Die early or live long’ aspect of 
the system. It you are unmarried, or the surviving 
parent of children now on their own and are 
called from this life just at retirement age, it’s a 
bad deal. Even that $255 allowance to bury you 
can't erase the basic unfairness of such a case. 
Persons in this category should have the right to 
retrieve some portion of what they contributed 
and the right to will it to anyone they choose. 
Congress should address itself to erasing this 
unjust aspect of a generally advantageous law.

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Foreign Police Links With The CIA

W ASHINGTON — The investigation of the Central 
Intelligence Agency will focus, among other things. <m it* 
links to foreign police forces.

In past colum ns, we have reported that the CIA has 
penetrated foreign police force* through programs which 
bring policemen to thi» country for special training. 
We got hold r»f a letter last August from CIA chief William 
Colby, telling how “ relationships” built up with policemen 
through these program* had been useful in “obtaining 
foreign intelligence” from foreign constabularies. 
The friendly foreign cop*, like national police everywhere 
are privy to their nation s darkest secrets. Police contacts 
have slipped some of these secrets, according to our sources, 
to the CIA 
New evidence has come to light, for example, that the CIA 


ha*« given undercover support to the International Police 
Academy. During the past 11 years, more than 5,000 foreign 
cops have parsed through the doors of W ashington's old 
streetcar garage, known as the “ Car B am ,” where the 1PA 
is housed. 
They have come from 77 governments, ranging from Brazil 
and Chile to South Korea and .South Vietnam. Some of the 
trainees have returned home to help keep dictators in power. 
Sen. Jam es Abourezk, D.-S.D., has fired off a private 
letter to three congressional com m ittees asking them to 
investigate the CIA-IPA connection. 
He told of his own 18-month study. He learned from this, 
for example, that foreign policemen were trained “ in bomb- 
making in a remote desert cam p in Texas.” Some of the 
training, wrote the senator, was provided by “CIA instruc­ 
tors.” 
“ In addition to the bomb school,” charged Abourezk, “ we 
have learned that the (IPA) graduates also attend a school

IPA students had written theses “on the use of torture as 
one technique ot interrogation of prisoners. 
In the book, “The CIA and the Cult of Intelligence^ ex- 
CIA man Victor M archetti and his coauthor, John Marks, 
describe the link between the CIA and IPA. “ I he academy, 
they write, “ is operated by AID s Public »Safety Division, 
which regularly supplies cover to CIA operators all over the 
world.

Philip Agee, a CIA operative who spent 12 years in Latin 
America, has just published a book in England about the 
CIA. He also describes the IPA as a “ ( IA-controlled police 
training school under AID cover in Washington, D.C. 
In an upcoming Harper's Weekly article, investigative 
reporters John M arks and Taylor Branch will cite still more 
evidence of a CIA-IPA link. They quote one retired, high- 
ranking CIA official as telling them , for example, that the 
CIA controlled IPA until the last year or two. Then it was 
"turned over to AID . . . that is, really turned over.” 
M arks and Branch will also reveal that the CIA operated 
a commercial “cover" called International Police Services, 
Inc. According to their account, this outfit operated out of 
an old Washington brownstone mansion from 1952 until a 
few months ago. 
It exported police equipment and ran a training school for 
foreign cops, they will report. This operation, they will say, 
served as a “graduate school” for the IPA. 
Footnote: The CIA has told us that all agency support for 
the IPA has been term inated. An IPA spokesman insists, 
nevertheless, that "the CIA has never controlled the Interna­ 
tional Police Academy.” 
C O N G RESSION A L BINGES: We reported on Decem­ 
ber 26 that Rep. W ilbur Mills, I).-Ark., whose escapades at 
the Washington Tidal Basin and on a Boston burlesque 
stage catapulted him on to the front pages, had a “ binge 
problem .” We quoted three medical sources as saying that 
“ alcohol was a factor in Mills’ hospitalization.’

When there 
ip voting on the Senate floor, compelling senators to hang 
around for roll calls, bars are autom atically opened in some 
of the ornate offices near the Senate floor. 
Under the tinkling cut-glass chandeliers, senators can find 
the stim ulation that might be lacking in a dull debate. For 
years, the late Sen. Wayne Morse, D.-Ore., led a lonely 
campaign against these unlicensed bars. "There has never 
been one night session of the Senate in all my experience,” 
Morse complained, "that hasn’t witnessed at least one 
senator making a fool of himself and disgracing the Senate.” 
But colleagues looked on Morse’s opposition as a quaint 
idiosyncrasy and the festivities between roll calls went 
happily on, unhindered by the Senate and unreported by 
the press.

bad news about the budget 
from President Ford but got 
something still more melan­ 
choly: official W ashington’s 
apocalyptic view of the de­ 
clining W estern world.

A tlantic Alliance (NATO!; a 
United .States unable to de­ 
liver on its com m itm ents and, 
therefore, unable to negotiate 
with foreign powers, great or 
small. 
Moreover. Kissinger clearly 
implied that the overwhelm­ 
ingly Democratic Congress, 
seeking all powers of govern­ 
ment including diplomacy, is 
largely responsible for this 
state 
of 
affairs. 
The 
in­ 
terference: the Secretary ot 
State, undercut by Congress, 
had lost his credibility among 
fellow diplom ats and, conse­ 
quently, his ability to nego­ 
tiate effectively. 
Some congressional leaders 
present telt Kissinger, a con­ 
sum m ate actor, was laying it 
on a bit thick in a bid for 
support. But the debased val­

Those pre­ 
sent believed Kissinger saw 
T u rk e y d isen g ag in g from 
NATO, a greater danger to 
U.S. interests than the col­ 
lapse of the Saigon regime.

Turkish disaffection in the 
east induced by Congress all 
the worse, Kissinger went on, 
is the im m inent Communist 
takeover of Portugal in the 
west — depriving the U.S.

H e re , to o , c o n ­ 
gressional hands are unclean, 
Kissinger implied. The CIA

Dad took us to dine at Lundy’s in Sheepshead 
Bay. We started with platters of steam ed clams 
and a brace of beers apiece. When the waiter took 
the chicken away and set the lobsters before us, 
we said we couldn’t make it. 
He finished his lobster and ours, and ordered 
more beers and more chowder. He became ill in 
the parking lot and, by jimmy, he really was what 
he ate. I held onto his shoes so he wouldn’t throw 
up toenails. 
All of his medical faith reposed in Doctor 
Bernard Kroll ot Teaneck, New Jersey. Big John 
visited the doctor regularly and expected thorough 
examinations. Bemie asked politely what Dad 
usually paid a doctor. Big John said "The usual 
two dollars.” 
Kroll winked at me and said “ Okay, John. Two 
it is.” My father snapped the singles off his 
bankroll and saftf "Thanks, Doc.” Those medical 
visits were mem orable because Big John always 


carried a sheet of foolscap with items of sym ptom - 
ology. "1. Haven’t slept in tour days — not a wink. 
2. Feel nervous since retiring. 3. Eat practically 
nothing, but weight keeps going up. 4. Check to 
see it I have fatty degeneration of heart. 5. Bowel 
movements sporadic. 6. Fluid intake 51 oz. outflow 
42 oz. — dropsy?” 
The only thing wrong was that Big John had a 
duodenal ulcer with a fine sense of revenge. Every 
time he dropped a load of garbage on it, the ulcer 
burned like a ighted cigarette, and my father 
drank quarts of milk and light cream to extinguish 
the fire. 
I took him to our home in Florida, and he found 
Dr. Louis Bennett. Lou was as thorough and 
conscientious with his patients as Kroll. He too 
studied the lists of com plaints. One day Dr. 
Bennett said. "John, 1 think you should have a 
small drink of wine before dinner. 
At once Bennett became a com bination of Albert 
Schweitzer and Albert Einstein in our house. Big 
John Kept a half-gallon of cheap wine in his closet 
next to his shoes. Often he came to the dinner 
table in a rollicking mood, talking incessantly 
about the good old days. 
My wife and I sneaked into his room and 
examined the wine bottle. It was always half-full. 
Si», it seems, was Dad. It required a m onth of 
searching to find that, while we were out in the 
afternoon, he had ordered gallons and gallons of 
wine and had them stashed everywhere. 
lie was deep in his 80s when we dum ped thefce 
bottles down the drain. “The doctor,” he said 


plaintively, 
“says its good for my appetite. 
Besides, this is waste. We waste and a million 
Chinese children starve to death every year.” 


W ithin a week, he developed a chest cough. 
Kelly got him a bottle of medicine. Big John 
downed it in two gulps and came floating out of 
his bednxim like a ballet dancer. W ithin a short 
tim e, he phoned the druggist and ordered a case 
of it. It required tim e to find th at the cough 
medicine was 14 per cent alcohol. 
After that,he tried to fake a faint cough, staring 
at us for pity, but we looked right through him. 
Dr. Bennett gave him a diuretic. D ad’s ankles and 
legs became lean, and so did his will to live. 
Once in awhile he would say to me, “Today is 
somebody’s anniversary — I forget who — but we 
ought to celebrate with a dram .” I would pour him 
a drink and he would watch when the pouring 
stopped, and com plain, “ Don’t tell me you call 
th at a drink. T hat wouldn’t dampen a bum tooth.” 
So I’d pour a little more, get the ice, and he’d say, 
"Easy on the water. It rusts everything it touches?’ 
I noticed that when he was 60, he became 
sensitive about his age. He tried hard to be 
younger. But when he reached 80, he tried to 
stretch his age in the opposite direction. To anyone 
who asked, he would say: “ I’m in my 81st year.” 
W hen he was dying, at 85, he beckoned me to 
the bed. "If I go,” he whispered, “for God’s sake 
don’t be a cheapskate. Buy a couple of drinks and

friends and associate« around 
the country expressed shock 
a n d d isa p p o in tm e n t. Bill 
Russell simply smiled and re­ 
fused to say why he turned 
down induction into the NBA 
Hall of Fame. 
“ For my own personal rea­ 
sons. which I don’t want to 
discuss, I don’t want to he a 
part of it,” the Seattle Super- 
Sonics coach said after it was 
announced during the week­ 
end that, in his First year of 
eligibility, he had been voted 
into the shrine in Springfield, 
Mass. 
“ I’m not going. They know 
that. I’ve felt this way for 
many years,” he said in a 
quiet voice. 
S u n d a y , a fte r R ussell's 
Sonics had dropped a game to 
Buffalo, reporters again asked 
him 
his 
reasons. 
Russell 
smiled 
slightly 
and 
told 
them : “ I’ve said all 1 want to 
say. 


Lee 
W illiams, 
executive 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Hall 
of 
Fame, said in Boston Sunday 
he had received no formal 
refusal from Russell. 
"I'm 
shocked.” 
Williams 
added. “ I’d spoken to Bill 
twice 
during 
the 
All-Star 
game in Phoenix and I told 
him all about it and he said 
Tine,' I have no idea what 


changed his m ind.” 


Red 
Auberbach, 
Celtics 
general m anager and Boston 
coach when Russell was a star 
center, said “ He’s his own 
man. Let him do what he 
wants.” However, he also ex­ 
pressed 
unhappiness 
with 
Russell's decision. 
“Yes. I’m a little disap- 


pointed,” he said. “ It’s the 
biggest honor you can get in 
the N ational Basketball As­ 
sociation.” 
B o s t o n 
c o a c h 
T o m 
Heinsohn, 
a former Celtic 
team m ate of Russell's, said 
“Nobody deserves the Hall of 
Fame more than Bill Russell 
and I can’t imagine why he’s 
doing th is.” But Heinsohn 


also added “ nothing he does 
surprises m e." 
Dave 
Cowens, 
who suc­ 
ceeded Russell as the Celtics 
No. 1 center, speculated that 
the former dom inating player 
in the NBA was tirin g to put 
aside all fame and success in 
order to know himself better 
psychologically. . 


There were guesses on the 
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part of many that racial dis­ 
crim ination prompted the de­ 
cision by Russell. 
However, Williams said the 
Hall of Fame in 1961 in­ 
ducted seven black players 
who made up the original 
New York Renaissance team . 
The black coach and owner of 
the Rens was voted in some 
years later. 
A SuperSonics spokesman 
said Russell "isn’t turned on 
by personal awards." 
Russell starred as a col 
legian at the University of 
San Francisco and played for 
13 seasons in the National 
Basketball Association. Dur­ 
ing that time he led the 
Celtics to 11 NBA titles. He 
ranks second in the NBA in 
career rebounds and third in 
m inutes played. 
He was also the first black 
man ever to be named coach 
of an NBA team when he 
gained that position with the

NEW YORK (UPI) - Red 
Auerbach calls Bill Russell 
the finest basketball player 
he has ever seen, or as he puts 
it, "the single most devas­ 
tating force in the history of 
the gam e,” and Bill Russell 
may be all that, but any scale 
of 10, this last play of his is 
a bum m er and nets him a big 
nothing. 
It 
leaves 
him 
in 
the 
awkward position of standing 
all by himself in mid-court 
with his foot in his mouth. 
He’s putting up a straw 
man to knock down, protest­ 
ing 
an 
imagined 
injustice 
which really does not exist. 
Worst of all, he is doing the 
cause he espouses little good 
whatsoever. All he really is 
doing is denying people the 
pleasure of honoring him for 
his accom plishm ents, and the 
ironic part of that is he may 
not even be succeeding in 
doing that. 
Among those who follow 
basketball, 
there 
is 
little 
question that Bill Russell was 
the foremost defensive player 
of his day, quite possibly the 
finest 
defensive 
performer 
ever to play the game. 
As a youngster with the 
University of San Francisco, 
he was one of the five best 
players in college basketball 
history and later when he 
played under Red Auerbach 
with the Boston Celtics, he 
helped lead them to 11 NBA 
cham pionships during his 13- 
year career. He became the 
first 
black 
coach 
of 
the 
Celtics and presently is doing 
a good job coaching the Seat­ 
tle Sonics. 
Russell will be 41 this week. 
He quit playing at the end of 
the 1969 season, and since the 
r u l e s 
fo r 
e l e c t i o n 
to 
Basketball’s Hall of Fame are 
sim ilar to those for Baseball’s 
Hall of Fame, he didn’t be­ 
come eligible for the basket­ 
ball shrine in Springfield, 
Mass., until five years after 
he had hung up his sneakers. 
That means this year. 
Like Ted W illiams, Stan 
Musial and Sandy Koufax, 
Bill Russell made it on his 
first try. Fair enough. He de­ 
served it. Nobody’s arguing 
that. 
W hat Bill Russell turned 
around and did, though, was 
announced Sunday he will 
refuse to show up for his 
induction into the Basketball 
Hall of Fame in mid-April. 
“ For my own personal rea­ 
sons, which I don’t want to 
disuss, I don’t want to be part 
of it," Russell said in Seattle 
Sunday. 
The 
former Celtics’ star 
always has felt strongly about 
racial m atters. He has always 
been outspoken about them, 
so there is every indication he 
is not happy with white-black 
im balance which exists in 
Basketball’s Hall of Fame. 
Some people have the idea 
there are no black individuals 
in the Hall, but that isn’t so. 
The original New York Ren 
aissance, made up completely 
of black players and known 
more 
popularly 
as 
"The 
Rens,” were elected as a team 
in 1961, and their owner and 
coach, Robert O. Douglas, 
also black, was voted in some 
years afterward. 


More than that, 
Russell 
seems to have undergone a 
change of mind somewhere 
along the line. 
He showed no objection to 
being inducted along with 
three others when he first was 
notified of his election by l>ee 
W illiams, executive director 
of Basketball's Hall of Fame, 
a few weeks ago during the 
NBA’s 
All-Star 
game 
in 
Phoenix. 
“ In our election process, we 
notify our living electees by a 


night letter wire which is now 
called a mail-o-gram. 
Wil­ 
liam s explains. “ I saw Bill

Ford plans an early evening news conference 
and a private meeting with the governors of Kansas, 
MtnesoU, Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, Colorado, Nebraska, 
Wisconsin, North and South Dakota,

Ford promised to be in daily contact and expressed 
confidence in Kissinger, saying “The American people are 
lortunate indeed to have someone with your record and 
qualifications.'* 
The President and his lamily spent the weekend at Camp 
David, the presidential retreat in the Maryland mountains. 
Despite the 10-degree temperatures and tour inches of snow, 
Ford swam in the heated pool beside his lodge.

Cosmonauts End Orbital Mission 


MOSCOW (DPI) - Two 
cosmonauts rested up today 
at the end of a marathon 
orbital mission that set a So­ 
viet endurance record and in* 
s tille d confidence in 
Moscow's troubleplagued 
space pr»*gram. 
The Soviet Union reported 
the cosmonauts “ feeling well* 
and Western diplomats said 
the 30day flight eased fears 
about next summer's joint 
mission 
with 
the 
United 
States 
Lt. Col. Alexei Gubarev, 
the pilot, and civilian Georgi 
Grechko, the flight engineer, 
rode their Soyuz 17 capsule 
hack to earth Sunday after­ 
noon through thick clouds 
and highveiocity winds. 
The official news agency 
Tass said the spacemen made 
a near perfect landing 65 


miles northwest of Iselinograd 
in Central Asia. “ A deviation 
from a present landing point 
was small/' Taas said. 
The space miaaion, which 
included four weeks aboard 
the orbiting Salyut 4 space 
laboratory, was the Soviet 
Union's longest manned mis­ 
sion but fell far short of 
America's 84-day record 
flight al>oard Skylab 4 last 
year. 
The cosmonauts spent 28 
days alioard the three-room, 
20-ton space station and two 
days in transit during the 


400-orbit mission above the 
earth.

$.393 more for housing, and 
$145 more for transportation 
just to maintain its 1973 stan­ 
dard of living. —Because the 
food which poor people con­ 
sume rosa in price more than 
other foods, the family which 
ate a “ low cost” diet paid 12.7 
per cent more for food in 1974 
while the family with a “ lib­ 
eral food plan" spent only 
10.5 per cent more.
